The Western Union Discontinues 
Racing Reports. 

Small Concerns in New York Close — 

The Larger Ones Profess Them- 
selves Well Pleased With Tele- 
graph Company’s Action. 

New York, May 19. — Poolroom men 
here profess themselves as well pleas- 
ed with Wednesday’s action of the 
Western Union Telegraph Co., in sup- 
plementing ‘the order of Tuesday by 
discontinuing the collection and dis- 
tribution of horse racing reports at 
Chicago, Atlanta and San Francisco 
as well as at New York. 

While the poolroom proprietors in 
New York have made money on the 
Morris Park races, they are said to 
have lost almost without exception on 
western races. So long as reports 
were received from the west, the pool- 
room men say, they had to take bets, 
though they did not want them. Now 
that the Western Union service from 
the western tracks has been cut off, 
only bets on the results at Morris Park 
are being taken. As a result Wednes- 
day’s profits to the poolrooms are said 
to have increased. Several of the big 
poolrooms down-town, however, did 
not fare so well as the smaller places 
and closed Wednesday afternoon, as 
their patrons were afraid to pay out 
big bets on information received by 
telephone. • As soon as arrangements 
have been made to pay bets on the 
day after the races, instead of after 
each race, these rooms, it is said, will 
resume business. 

The only other apparent result Wed- 
nesday of the cutting off of telegraphic 
reports was that books were closed 
much earlier than usual before each 
race. 

District Attorney Jerome, when in- 
formed of the action of President 
dowry, issued a statement in which 
he declared that he was satisfied that 
so far as the directors of the Western 
Union Co. are concerned, this action is 
fair and honorable, and is intended to 
accomplish what the authorities of this 
city would have been probably unable 
to accomplish without their action. 

“My own interest in the matter,” he 
said, “has been more because of the 
large moral question involved than 
because of any narrow technical crim- 
inality. If a great corporation is will- 
ing to sacrifice large profits which it 
perhaps could continue to make with- 
out being amenable to law, because 
to make such profits would be an im- 
moral thing, we have had an illustra- 
tion of corporate morality entirely un- 
expected and the influence for good of 
which may be incalculable.” 

San Francisco, May 19. — In accord- 
ance ^ith instructions received from 
Col. Robert Clowry, president and gen- 
eral manager of the Western Union 
Telegraph Co., the collection and dis- 
tribution of race track reports was 
promptly discontinued Wednesday at 
the following points on the company’s 
Pacific division: Sausalito, Sacramen- 

to, Los Angeles, Seattle and Tacoma 
and SpoTtane. These are the only 
places in the division which have been 
receiving racing news over the West- 
ern Union wires. 

THE NEGRO QUESTION. 

The Establishment o>f Social Center* 
in Large Cities Suggested. 

Chicago, May 19. — The establish- 
ment of centers in all large American 
cities on the plan of social settlements 
was offered as a solution for the Negro 
question at Wednesday’s session of the 
Western Unitarian conference. The 
proposition, which was received with 
much favor, was discussed at length 
by the delegates present. It was ar- 
gued that to meet the race question 
in a just manner it must be done with 
organized kindness. The establish- 
ment of centers along the plans of so- 
cial settlements it was declared would 
place the race question upon a wise 
civic basis and bridge over the differ- 
ences between the colored race with 
common sense. 

CINCINNATI DAY. 

It Will Be an Eventful One at the 

World’s Fair.

St. Louis, May 19. — Cincinnatians are 
making elaborate preparations to have 
Cincinnati day, Tuesday, May 24, an 
eventful day at the Wtorld’s fair. A 
special train will carry Ohioans. Stops 
will be made at Louisville and Evans- 
ville, Ind. At Owensboro, Ky.i the 
party will partake of an old-fashioned 
barbecue dinner. Senator Foraker, ex- 
Attorney General Judge Judson Har- 
mon and Mayor Fleischmann, of Cin- 
cinnati, will speak. 

Presbyterian General Assembly. 

Buffalo, N Y., May 19— The 116th 
general assembly of the Presbyterian 
church of the United States convened 
here Thursday with about 750 com- 
missioners or delegates in attendance. 
The sessions will continue for at least 
ten days. 

Elected Delegates to St. Louis. 

Columbia, S. C., May 19. — The South 
Carolina democratic state convention 
elected as delegates at large to the St. 
Louis convention Senator B. R. Till- 
man, Gov. D.'C. Heyward, Mayor R. H. 
Rhett, of Charleston, and Gen. Will 
Jones, the state chairman.

New York, May 18. — -Stuyvesant

ama canal will be less than that re- 
ceived by him from the railroad com- 
pany. Mr. Wallace’s salary will be 
nearly double the sum he has hitherto 
received. 

BATTLESHIP RHODE ISLAND. 

The Vessel Was Launched at Quincy, 
Mass., at Midnight. 

Quincy, Mass., May 18. — There wem 
no formal ceremonies attending the 
launching of the battleship Rhode Is- 
land Tuesday. Mrs. F. C. Dumaine, 
wife of one of the directors of the 
Fore River Co., christened the vessel. 
Arrangements had been made for the 
launching to take place April 30, bnt 
a strike of mechanics at the ship yard 
necessitated a postponement. The 
company endeavored to make the de- 
lay as brief as possible, quietly plan- 
ned to bring off the event this week, 
if possible, but no announcement was 
made* in advance of the day of which 
it was to take place. 

A crew of workmen was brought 
from Groton, Ct., to assist in the 
launching on account of the lack of 
skilled workmen at the yard, due to 
the strike. No interference was of- 
fered by any of the strikers. 

The battleship Rhode Island was 
floated at the last of the flood tide at 
midnight. She is apparently unin- 
jured. 

No attempt was made to float the 
battleship during the day, owing to 
the ten-foot drop in the tide, but about 
an hour before high water Tuesday 
night six tugs took hold and succeeded 
in pulling the big vessel off the float 
into the basin. \ 

Thrashed and Returned to Jail. 

Danville, Va., May 18. — Thomas Da- 
vis, a white employe on the Shenan- 
doah division of the Norfolk & West- 
ern railway, while on a drunken spree, 
entered the home of W. E. Pearson, 
near Ridgeway, Henry county, and at 
tempted criminal assault on Mrs. Pew- 
son. 

Monday night a body of determined 
men forced the jail, took the prisoner 
out, administered a sound thrashing 
to him and again placed him in con- 
finement. There was no attempt at 
lynching. 

Snuff Box Cost $5,250. 

London, May 18. — During the Haw- 
kins sale of art objects a Louis XVI. 
oval gold snuff box, inlaid with enamel 
plaques, decorated with classical sub- 
jects, has sold for $5,250. The total 
proceeds of the sale to date is $300,000. 

To Make Zone Prohibition Territory. 

Washington, May 18. — Various tem- 
perance organizations have begun a 
campaign to make the Panama canal 
zone prohibition territory. President 
Roosevelt is daily receiving letters to 
this end and is referring them to the 
canal commission.

Eight New Bishops Are to be Elected 
to Fill Vacancies Caused by Death, 
Resignation and Retirement 
by the Methodists. 



Early Amber Sugar Gane and 
German Millet Seed. 



Los Angeles, Cal., May 18. — Action 
on two important matters was taken 
by the general conference of the Meth- 
odist church at Tuesday’s session. The 
report of the committee on Episcopacy 
recommending that the conference 
elect eight bishops to fill the vancan- 
cies caused by death, resignation and 
retirement during the present quad* 
renium, was adopted. At the close of 
a heated and remarkable debate be- 
tween Dr. James R. Buckley and Dr. 
Thomas B. Neely, the two foremost 
parliamentarians of the Methodist 
church, the conference adopted the re- 
port of the special judiciary commit- 
tee which finds that the conference has 
no executive authority to district the 
Episcopacy — that is, to substitute a 
diocesan for the present itinerant form 
of the residency and administration of 
bishops. 

The first official announcement of 
the vote by which on last Saturday the 
conference* superanuated Bishops An- 
drews, Mallalieu, Vincent, Foss and 
Walden was made to the conference in 
the reading of the minutes at the open- 
ing of the session, as follows: 

Andrews, for retirement, 585; 

against, 78. 

Foss, for retirement, 500; against, 
163.- 

Vincent, for retirement, 585; 

against, 78. 

Mallalieu, for retirement, 517; 

against, 90. 

The election of the eight bishops be- 
gan Wednesday morning and it is ex- 
pected to occupy considerable time, ac- 
cording tc the number of ballots cast, 
before a final result is reached. Un- 
der the rules of the conference there 
are no nominations, the delegates be- 
ing allowed to vote for whomsoever 
they wish, but that they must vote 
for the full number of bishops to be 
elected. 

The feature of Tuesday’s session 
was the sensational debate between 
Dr. Buckley and Dr. Neely upon a sub- 
stitute offered by the latter for ths 
judiciary committee report of the con- 
stitutionality of the re-districting of 
bishops.

Public Allotment. 



Sioux Falls, S. D., May 18— The 
Rosebud Indian reservation, in the 
southeastern part of South Dakota, in 
the great corn belt of the Mississippi 
valley, has been turned over by the In- 
dians to the government for public al- 
lotment under the United States home- 
stead laws. 

About 400,000 acres are in the res- 
ervation., and the only requirement for

At the beginning of the Japanese-Rus- 
eo war it was predicted in Lyons that the 
outbreak of hostilities would be accom- 
panied by an immediate rise in the price 
of raw silk, as Japan produces and ex- 
ports about one-twelftl^of the raw silk 
consumed in the world. As China is near 
the scene of hostilities and, it was sur- 
mised, might be involved in the war it 
■was feared that the exports from that 
country might also be suspended, there 
was, as a consequence, some uneasiness 
in the minds of the dealers in that article. 
The aggregate silk product of the world 
is about 111,000,000 pounds. The an- 
nual value of this product is, in round 
numbers, $154/400, 000. About 9,000,000 
pounds of this silk come from Japan, 
and if that country were blockaded or 
the production suspended the shortage 
in taw silk would be very detrimental to 
business. But thus far the w T ar has oc- 
casioned no change whatever in the silk 
market. Japanese merchants, knowing 
that their silk was as good as bank 
notes, were in no hurry to sell, except 
in a few r isolated cases w T here individuals 
desired to contribute to the war fund. 
A large part of the crop was exported 
before the outbreak of hostilities and as 
it is carried in neutral ships there will be 
no danger of any difficulty in exporting 
what remains to the markets of Europe. 
The w 7 ork of producing the raw silk is al- 
most entirely done by women and girls. 
They gather the mulberry leaves, pre- 
pare them, feed the worms, and reel the 
Bilk from the cocoons. If need be they 
can put the raw silk in bales and prepare 
it for shipment. As the women are not 
in the army it is not likely that hostili- 
ties will in any way interfere with the 
production of silk. The only event in 
which the silk product of Japan could be 
withheld from the market would be the 
blockading of her ports. 

Within the last month Lyonnese mer- 
chants have agitated the subject of im- 
posing a duty on manufactured silk 
from Japan. The purchases of this silk 
from Japan now foot up to about $5,790,- 

000 annually, and it is proposed to im- 
pose upon it a protective duty of about 
$1.50 per kilogram (75 cents per 1.1 
pounds) . When these goods are received 
here from Japan they are dyed and 
printed and reexported, large quantities 
of them going to the United States. They 
consist generally of pongees, tussah and 
corah. These goods could all be dyed 
in the United States. The new duty, al- 
though to be remitted w 7 hen the Japan- 
ese goods are reexported, will, neverthe- 
less, cause some inconvenience and de- 
lay. The shippers would like to avoid 
this if possible, and if their Japanese 
silks could be dyed in the United States 
it would save them one reshipment and 
the delay caused in paying the duties 
and in having them refunded upon trans- 
shipment to the United States. It seems 
to me that, with our better machinery 
and more skillful workmen, we might 
dye these goods as cheaply as the 
French. French manufacturers tvho 
have silk mills in the United States as- 
sure me that an American workingman 
will do three times as much work; in a 
day as a Frenchman. They say ouv men 
are more active. Women who have 
lived here and employed French dress- 
makers in their homes assure m*» that 
an American dressmaker will do three 
or four times as much work in a day a* 
a French girl. The dyers and pi inters 
of Lyons are emphatically opposed to 
the proposed duty and may succeed in 
defeating it; but if it should be im bosed, 

1 can see no reason why our oeople 
should not take advantage of it.

of the discovery, “thanks to tlhe lavish 
expenditure and American tenacity of 
Theodore M. Davis,” of an important 
tomb in the neighborhood of that of 
King Thotmes IV., of the eighteenth 
century dynasty, which was found in 
1903 at Thebes. 

Mr. Davis has discovered the tomb 
of the famous Queen Hatshepsu, the 
builder of the beautiful temple of Der- 
el-Bahari. It consists for the most 
part of a corridor sloping downward 
Into the heart of a limestone moun- 
tain. After reaching three chambers, 
in spite of enormous difficulties, the 
burial chamber was found. Here are 
two sarcophagi of hard sandstones, pol- 
ished like copper, covered with beauti- 
fully formed hieroglyphics, which say 
that one contained the mummy of Hat- 
shepsu and her father, Thotmes I. 

The lids of the sarcophagi lie on the 
floor. The sarcophagi are empty. Hat- 
shepsu’s mummy may be found in one 
of the unexplored side passages of the 
tombs, where, perhaps, it was depos- 
ited for the sake of safety in time of 
danger. The chamber is from 40 to 50 
feet long. There are several side 
chambers which are still filled with 
fallen rock and rubbish, but it can be 
seen that, they, as well as the chamber 
itself, are panelled with painted block* 
of fine limestone.

A total of 634 meteorites was known up 
to 1903, of which there were 182 irons and 
Duly 74 stones in the western hem- 
isphere, and 299 stones and only 79 irons 
In the eastern hemisphere. The records 
show only the fall of 350 of these meteor- 
ites, dating back to the fifteenth cen- 
tury. Prof. Berwerth, of Vienna, de- 
spite this small number of known 
specimens, calculates that 900 meteorites 
must fall to the earth each year, not 
counting shooting stars that disappear 
In the atmosphere, and that 55 of these 
at least should come under observation. 
Prof. Berwerth finds that meteorites 
have been chiefly recorded in civilized 
countries, but that in many instances 
they are more numerous in thinly set- 
tled districts, and that they have an spe- 
cial affinity for mountainous areas.
